Fired if They Are Too Honest 


—Must be Crooks 


Investigating Committee 


OTTAIWIA, December 1—An inside 
_ story of gypping.the public was re- 
tated to the parliamentary mass-buy- 
ing commission today, Two former 
employees of chain etores told of 
short « weighing customers,  hiort- 
changing, over charging them and of 
meérchadieing tricks like adding ealt 
to sugar and watoring the vinegar. 
‘They said they were forced intd ileg- 
al aldtions or lose their jobs. 

While half a dozen women sat 
open-mouthed and men jaughed 
in amazement, the. commigsion 
heard the former chain store em- 
ployees claim they were dorced 
into unethical practices by the 
~constam pressure of the system. 
Pach admitted he was an honest 
man unti] he entered the employ 
of the chain store. 

R. A. Sair, a former manager said 
he was responsible financially for all 
stock in his sbore. Sair said he had 
been employed by the commission to 
interview store.managers and former 
managers. Finding it impossible— 
he gaid as Chain Store managers 
found it impossible to balance his 
stock with his ‘cagh, he resorted to 
the following: 
“1—Unwary customers were shiort- 

changed and the cash balanced im- 


mediately in case they returned, 
cor 'aining. 
2—A woman with a basketful of. 


goods would he overscharged by 

adding a few cents to her bil] and 

the slip thrown on the floor, 
3--Packaged goods, such as sugar, 
fruits and beans were weighed at 

165 ounces to the pound. When 

Placed on the shelves the first row 

would be 16 ounces to the pound 

in case a government inspector 
called. 

Gordoh Gordinsky, a former  mes- 
senger boy and.part-timo clerk ine 
shop managed by Sair, corroborated 
his short-weight evidence. In addi- 

thon, “Grodinsky admitted the follow- 

ing: 

1—Adding water to vinegar, one part 
water to two of vinegar. 

2—Mixing milk with cream, one bot- 
tle of milk to three of cream, sell- 
it as table cream. The necessary 
caps for the extra bottles were 
collected by the delivery boys from 
empties, 

John F. Smith, a butcher formerly 


employed in various ichain stores, gave 


[LZ 
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the commission first-hand informa- 
tion’ on how scales may ibe manip- 
ulated. He sai@ in #hree chain 
Stores in Canada where he worked, 
a string was tied to the scales and 
“we could hold it anywhere were 
wanted within a three-pound radius.” 

And it was easy, he added to turn 
2% screw on the scales which would 
throw it out an ounce to cheat the 
customer and gain an edge for the 
store. 

Smith said, as a meat department 
manager, he was expected to make 28 
mer cent. on the wholesale cost of the 
meat, at which it was delivered to 
him with no allowances. for trim- 
ming and waste. 

“How was that done,” asked Nor- 
man Sommerville, commission coun- 
sel. 

‘In one store, in a high-class resi- 
dential neighborhood, it was possible 
to charge more than the list price 
but in lowclass stores, there was only 
one other way to do it, to shert-weight 
the customer,” 


It was this constant drive for 28 


per cent. mark-up that forced him 
and other chain. store employees to 
short-weight customers, Smith said, 
and when he could not maintain it, 
he was demoted and eventually det. 

“Was it done with the knowledge 
of your supervisor,” Somerville asied. 

Smith replied by telling cf the 
supervisor and his manager—he - 

‘was a clerk at the time—watch- 

ing him manipulate the string and 

then “he gave me a pat on: the 
back and a nice big smile.” 

Stair went even further, claiming he 
had been taught the “tricks” by a 
Chain Store manager, Frank Bigman, 
while he underwent a period of train- 
ing. 

He said the supervisor in his 
district told him “do- not think 


managers resorted to ‘ilegal prac- 

‘thees bacatise they had to balance 

their stock or their pay and com- 

missions would be docked. Ne was 
fired when his would not balance. 

Grodinsky said he wes a full-time 
employee, part as delivery boy and 
part time clerk. His salary was $9 a 
week. His hours were from 6 a.m. 
to 7 p.m., Friday until 9 p.m, and 
all day Saturday until] 3 o'clock in the 
Sunday morning. 

He was 19 years of age. 

During the 16 morths he was in the 
‘Clhiain Shores, there were four man- 
agers. Tiwo were fired for short stock 
and two were transferred. He was 
ordered to leave a week after R, A.

WORLD HAPPENINGS 
BRIFFLY TOLD 


The Lancashire cotton mills have 
removed their embargo on exporta- 
tion of British cotton goods to Ger- 
many. 

The British House of Commons, de- 
bating the betting and lotteries bill, 
‘rejected an amendment in favor of 
permitting state lotteries. The vote 
was 219 to 47. 

Otokar Hoffman, accused of partial 
responsibility for the recent hunger 
strike of coal miners at Pecs, Hun- 
gary, hurled himself to death from 
the third floor of police headquarters. 

Recommendation ‘that reciprocal 
trade negotiations between Canada 
and the United States be instituted 
without delay was made in a resolu- 
tion approved by the national foreign 
trade convention at New York. 

U.S. Agricultural Adjustment Ad- 
ministration officials are striving to 
ascertain the cattle feed supply need- 
ed this winter. It is expected most 
of this feed will be purchased in 
Canada. 

France has not approached Great 
Britain on the question of sending 
British troops to the Saar, nor has 
participaton of such troops in con- 
nection with the forthcoming plebis- 
cite ever been considered, it was 
officially stated in London.

Construction Of Dams and Irrigation 
Projects For Drouth Areas 

A 10-year public works program to 
include construction of dams and irri- 
gation projects and financial aid to 
farmers in the district were endorsed 
by the United Farmers of Manitoba 
for the drouth area in the south- 
western section of the province, ~ 

Endorsation of the resolution. was 
voted after Premier John Bracken of 
Manitoba had outlined the aid being 
extended to farmers in the area and 
urged a joint commission of federal 
and provincial governments and out- 
standing organizations to study the 
whole western drouth situation. 
.The resolution urged action to 
maintain farmers still remaining in 
the drouth areas and to facilitate the 
return of those who have already quit 
their farms. Beside a water. con- 
servation program, it suggested re- 
forestation of all lands suitable for 
forest growth. The Dominion and 
provincial governments should initi- 
ate the program.

The Better Way 


A news item containing only a few lines appeared recently in one of 
Western Cariada’s daily papers. It was not featured in big nor with | 
par a headings as are murders, accidents, strikes, meeting of protest over | 
relief quotas, etc., but it nevertheless recorded an event of real importance to 
the community concerned which miaht well be accepted and acted upon by 
other communities all over the country. 


In order to provide a measure or relief assistance to people in need of it, 
the local authorities decided that, instead of continuing with a policy of giv- 
fng direct relief to the exclusion of any and all other forms of assistance, 
they would provide a measure of work, and the news item to which refer- 
ence is now made recorded the results, which, briefly, were: 

One hundred miles of rural telephone lines badly in need of repair were 
re-constructed, the old poles cut off and re-set, ten rural systems were re- 
duced to seven, the old wire and insulators thus saved were utilized to,repair 
the lines on thé seven systems, between 30 and 40 residents of the cum- 
munity were.each given fifteen days work, and the only cash outlay for new 
materials was $4.25. 

Several highly important things were thus accomplished. First and 


have been if merely handed direct relief, were given remunerative work 
which enabled them to discharge some of their past indebtedness. Secondly, 
the rural telephone systems which serve their own community were re- 
established for the benefit of the people there, and these systems likewise 
were again placed in a position as feeders to the long distance Government 
system. Thirdly, all the money expended, except $4.25, went to the people 
of the district who most badly needed it, and no additional capital debt was 
placed on the rural telephone company, while the reduction of ten systems 
to seven should make for efficiency and less cost in operation. 

It would appear to be gain to the people all round,—in work provided, 
in past debts or taxes reduced, in restored and improved telephone service 
for the community and the probability of larger future revenues to’ the 
Government long distance system. It was worthwhile, constructive work 
without the imposition of any additional burden of debt. 

Attention is called to this incident for one reason, and one reason only, 
and that is, to suggest to readers of this column, and in particular to thdse 
occupying-some position of authority in their particular community, that | 
they take a look around their own districts and see if there is not some kind 
of useful community work in which their own people in need of assistance 
oa 4 employed to their benefit and to the benefit of the community as | 
& whole.

Furthermore, by the 
one method the community as a whole is bettered and improved and its ser- 
vices and institutions efficiently maintained, and the morale of its people 
strengthened; by the other neither the municipality nor its residents have 
anything to show for their added liabilities but the fact that they maintained 
yea existence, leaving to the future the ultimate discharge of those liabil- 
ities. t

It uires 
thought, study, planning and organization, and a will to work. Meeting the 
absolute necessities of people through the distribution of direct relief is, no 
doubt, an easier way,—for the time being. But sooner or later the burden 
must be carried, and paid off, and the longer the grappling with it ‘is de- 
ferred the larger, heavier, and more difficult the burden becomes. Why not 
tackle it now ina forward-looking, constructive way? ' 
One method, it may be said in conclusion, inspires Hew hope and confi- 
dence, with one good example encouraging another, whereas the other 
method leads to deeper discouragement and a further loss of that self- 
reliance and determination to provide self-help which is essential to the 
maintenance and further ‘progress of any people and of all communities.

St.. Dunstan’s Training School For. 
Blind Doing Worthy Work 

The nineteenth annual report of St. 
Dunstan's, the training school for 
blind soldiers, sailors and airmen in 
Regent’s Park, London, shows that 
19 new cases were admitted during 
the past year, blindness still super- 
vening as the result of. gas and other 
war injuries after all these years. 
The number of cases under care, 
either in the institution or in their 
homes, is about 2, * and these men 
have thousands of dependents. 

It is significant that, as the report 
says, more importance is being nd 
tached to the Brighton Convalescent 
Home, presented 15 years ago by the 
Federation of Grocers’ Associations | 
of Great Britain. _ ‘More blinded sol- | 
diers,” it states, “suffer illness and 
need a change and, as a result, more 
provision is_being made for them. It 
has been decided to build up a fund 
to. ensure the continuance of the 
Home during the men’s life-time.” 

The blinded masseurs, telephone 
operators and other commercial and 
business men, it is stated, have made 
progress during the last year and 
have to a great extent recovered 
from the depression. More work has 
been found» for all. At the same 
time, the home workers and crafts- 
men are still being assisted in every 
way with their occupations, and some 
250,000 articles made by them were 
sold by St. Dunstan's last year. 

This institution is for all the veter- 
ans of the Empire, and many Cana- 
dians have found hope, health and 
work through its operation. The 
Canadian office is at the Canadian 
National Institute for .the Blind, 
Pearson Hall, Beverley street, Tor- 
onto, and is deserving of the utmost 
in public support.—St. Thomas Times- 
Journal.

Inspectors Checking Up To See That 
Consumers Receive Full Weight 
Recently inspectors. of the Dairy 

and Cold Storage Branch of the Do- 

minion Department of Agriculture 

have been making a closer check up 

of the weights of prints of butter in| 
order to insure that the consumer is 

receiving full weight. ‘This has dis- 

closed that the legal requirements, 
concerning the sale of butter are not 

being strictly observed by scme ven- 

dors. 

These regulations provide in Sub- 
section 3 (a) of Section 6 of Part I. 
of. The Dairy Industry Act that any 
butter intended for sale that has becn 
moulded or cut into prints, blocks, 
squares or pats must be: ¥ 

“of the full net weight of one- 
quarter pound, one-half pound, one 
pound or two pounds, but nothing 
in this paragraph shall be held to 
apply to butter in rolls or lumps, of 
indiscriminate. weight, as sold by 
farmers.” 

The inspectors will continue the 

check up throughout Canada in order 

to see that consumers receive full net 
weight.

Dr. Store's invent'on, on which he 
has worked many years and which 
has recently been perfected, is ready 
for the test, Frank J. G. Cunning- 
ham, secretary of the company, head- 
ed by Dr. Store, formed to market 
the invention, states.

The Agricultural. Situation 


Special Report To Be Issued Early 
In January 

“The Agricultural Situation” will 
again be the subject of a special re- 
port to be issued early in January, 
1935. Even more complete informa- 
tion concerning agricultural condi- 
tion, and markets both in Canada 
and other countries than was possible 
in the first report published last 
March will be provided. 

Fourteen committees, the members 
of which are officers of the Dominion 
Departments of Agriculture, and 
Trade and Commerce, who are work- 
ing in co-operation with representa- 
tives of the Provincial Departments 
of Agriculture and Agricultural Col- 
Teges, ar preparing the report. This 
year a greater effort is being made 
to secure more complete details on 
conditions in export markets and the 
nature of the competition which may 
be expected from other countries. 


|The committees: will submit the con- 


clusions from the information they 
obtain at a conference ‘to be held at 
the end of November, at which it is 
expected representatives of the dif- 
ferent provinces will be present. The 
work this year, as last, is being car- 
ried on under the direction of a com- 
mittee appointed by the National 
Advisory’ Committee on Agricultural 
Services.

Theory Is That Magnetic Influence 
Draws Racer Rack 

Thousands of..British racing pig- 
eons are liberated every weekeend at 
distances ranging from 100 to 700 
miles from their lofts, yet except in 
the case of severe Channel storms or 
attacks by peregrine falcons, few fail. 
to find their way ‘home. Training, 
however thorough, does not entirely 
account for the homing instinct. One 
theory is that when, a bird is taken 
from the loft, a kind of invisibl> 
elastic or magnetic influence is sct 
up, which draws the racer irresistibly 
back from wherever it is released. 
Pigeons of the second generation, 
bred in the same loft, appear to have 
this power more highly developed 
than others. The most expert fancicrs 
are at a loss to explain a recent well- 
authenticated case, where a brood of 
pigeons, .hatched’ out in an English 
loft, flew straight back to that loft, 
having never previously set eyes cn 
Britain.
